Still another shawl is now returning 
to fashion along with the so popular 
paisley, says a fashion writer in the 
New York Tribune. This is the kash­ 
mir, or cashmere shawl known so well 
to our grandmothers during the last 
century. 
At 
that 
time 
cashmere 
shawls were the vogue in France, be­ 
ing introduced with much success with 
the first Napoleon and continuing In 
fashion until the last one, at the end 
of the Franco-Prussian war. 
Now once again their great beauty 
of intricate patterns and color has 
turned attention back to India, where 
the original kashmirs were made for 
the courts, long centuries before the 
fashion was introduced into Europe. 
The basis of their excellencies, one 
finds, 
Is the fine. 
soft 
underfleece 
called pashm or pashtnina^ of the 
shawl goat which Inhabits the elevat­ 
ed regions of Tibet. 
From this mate­ 
rial was woven and embroidered the 
sumptuous garments and shawls that 
were to become known all over the 
world, with many of them Anding their 
resting places among the costly pos­ 
sessions of museums and collectors. 
There are two mein types of shawls, 
says Anne Sessions Cushing in “Arts 
and Decorations.” one woven In small 
pieces 
and put 
together with 
the 
needle so perfectly that In many cases 
the Joining is wholly concealed and 
the shawl embroidered or pashminn 
woven in one piece and of plain or 
self-colors. 
This latter type may be 
embroidered 
in one piece, embroid­ 
ered over a foundation pieced and in 
many colors, or embroidered In pieces 
and put together 
with 
embroidery 
concealing the piecing. 
I 
The material of which kashmirs are 


I made, the dyes, the technical skill of 
I the weavers, whose trade goes from 
i father to son back to the dim begin­ 
nings of the 
caste system, are all 
unique, but last, and really most im­ 
portant of all. is tho perfection of the 
design. 
In their textile designs each object 
is painted in Its own proper color, but 
without shades of color or light and 
shade of any kind, so that the orna­ 
mentation looks perfectly fiat. 
In 
this way the natural surface of any 
object decorated is preserved. 
This, 
added to the harmony and distribution 
of coloring, Is the great 
charm of 
Imh>Persian art. 
In woven or embroidered shawls 
there Is usually a line around each 
motif 
which 
hannonl7.es 
with 
the 
ground. 
When large ornaments are 
used they are filled with most minute 
and exquisite details, as in the cone 
patterns or so-called “palm” pattern 
in kashmir shawls. 
Whether through gifts of Napoleon 
to Josephine, or, more probably, a nat­ 
ural Interest aroused in both English 
and French to adopt these garments 
of luxury brought to notice by new 
trade interests, kashmirs became the 
rage and commanded great prices. In 
this period, 1820-*71, the weavers at 
Srinagar and elsewhere in the Prov­ 
ince of Kashmir numbered many thou­ 
sands—from 16,000 to 20,000 looms be­ 
ing in operation. 
Then the demand ceased and now, 
in the cycle of fashion, copies of the 
great art fabrics of Indo-Persia again 
are appearing for tile decoration of 
modern woman,

The question of an international air 
disarmament conference will be one of 
the principal topics for discussion at 
the American Legion’s national con 
ventlon in San Francisco, according 
to Legion national officials. 
When the Legion started its poll of 
prominent citizens to ascertain public 
sentiment In regard to the advisability 
of holding a conference to limit mili­ 
tary air forces In Washington, Hie 
question claimed the serious attention 
of Legionnaires In all departments and 
a number of state organizations have 
recommended that the national con­ 
vention consider the issue. 
The Legion believes that world peace 
is threatened by tJhe unusual air pro­ 
grams sponsored by France, England, 
Italy and Russia. 
Led by France, the 
nations of Europe are involved in a 
race for air supremacy which 
the 
Legion feels may result in a necessity 
for appropriations of billions ol dol­ 
lars on the part of this country un­ 
less an 
international 
agreement 
is 
reached to reduce air forces. 
Public sentiment favors the pro­ 
posed conference, according to results 
obtained to date from the poll which 
elicited replies from members of con­ 
gress, governors, editors, college pres! 
dents and many prominent citizens Of 
the 
letters 
received, 
approximately 
90 per cent express approval of the 
gathering. 
Through the views of commentators 
runs a definite current of opinion that 
the conference should be held as soon 
as possible and that if it is not held, 
the United States should take steps at 
once to obtain thorough protection in 
air armament. 
W riters admit the dif­ 
ficulties of obtaining representation at 
the gathering because of the situation 
In Europe, but express the belief that 
the attempt should be made, thereby 
revealing to the world the nations re­ 
fusing to co-operate in a movement 
for world ponce. 
.Included in the list of commentators 
are a number of Americans whose 
words on questions of an International 
character always are sure of a respect­ 
ful hearing. 
Senator Henry Cahot 
Lodge, chairman of the senate com­ 
mittee on foreign relations, who was 
one of the members of the American 
delegation to the Washington arms 
limitation conference of 1921, has ex­ 
pressed approval of the Legion’s cam 
paign in principle. 
He wrote that he 
favored limitations in aircraft similar 
to those made in naval strength, pro 
vlded that the agreement for I Im i ta 
tion is International. 
Newton D. Baker, former secretary 
of war, believes that the conference 
should be held at once because “the 
limitation of air armaments Is the most 
Important and vital possible limita­ 
tion. “ 
However, he adds the thought 
that international protection must be 
afforded to the security of certain na­ 
tions which, because of their inferior 
man power, have been forced to rely 
upon their superior Ingenuity in de­ 
veloping and producing the most mod­ 
ern and scientific agencies of war. 
That the Legion’s suggestion would 
have the support of the farm bloc is In­ 
dicated in tile enthusiastic letter re­ 
ceived from Senator Arthur Capper of 
Kansas w'ho has written that it has 
won 
his 
hearty 
indorsement. 
“It 
seems to me that an International con­ 
ference would be very helpful toward 
bringing about an agreement which 
would end competition between na­ 
tions for supremacy in the air— u pol­ 
icy which unquestionably Is not only 
useless but a menace to the peace of 
the world,” his letter reads. “You are 
correct when you say that now is the 
time to consider this matter. 
Delay 
will undoubtedly complicate the situa­ 
tion and make It more difficult to re­ 
move the menace.*’ 
legion leaders have expressed grati­ 
fication that President Coolidge favors 
the aims of the proposed conference, 
hut disagree with his belief that the 
time Is not ripe for convening the 
gathering and that this government 
should set an example by refraining 
from engaging in competitive building 
of aircraft. 
“Our stand should be to find out for 
certain whether nations are reedy to 
discuss limitation of air armament, and 
if they are not, begin immediately to 
strengthen our air forces, which are 
now not those of a first class power,” 
Lemuel Holies, Legion national adju­ 
tant, hug stated. 
“The worst thing 
that could happen to the country to­ 
day wv uld be a move to disregard pre­ 
paredness In the face of the European 
contect and for the Legion to permit 
such/an Interpretation to grow from its 
suggestion of limitation would be to 
repudiate our four-year record for pr» - 
pa redness.” 
The Legion's campaign has aroused 
unveil public comment and has been the 
subject of editorials In ne\v8pni**rs all 
over the country. 
It bas become one 
of the leading measures in that organ­ 
ization's campaign for the advance­ 
ment of world peace

Houses are being pulled down all 
over the country, and only the men 
with the pickaxes know the strange 
things sometimes discovered In them. 
Recently there was found In the 
walls of an old house In a midland 
county a hidden chamber containing 
many theological booas, a rosary, and 
similar relics, the inference being that 
it was what used to be known as a 
“priest’s hole,” access to which was 
gained by means of a secret panel.

The house had been 
in the same family for nearly a cen­ 
tury, and no one had suspected the 
existence of the hidden hoard. 
In another Sussex house a secret 
spring, accidentally discovered during 
demolition 
work, 
disclosed 
a 
cup­ 
board in which were a number of 
costumes and uniforms of the Crom­ 
wellian period. 
Unfortunately, the fabric of which 
they were made dropped to pieces as 
soon as It was exposed to the air, all 
that remained of the ‘‘find’’ being a 
collodion of dusty buckles and but­ 
tons. 
Perhaps the most 
gruesome dis­ 
covery was that made by a Yorkshire 
housebreaker who, In pulling down a 
farmhouse on the Great North road, 
found a hidden 
recess 
behind 
the 
paneling of an upper room. 
In the recess was the skeleton of a 
man, garbed In the traditional high­ 
wayman’s costume, with a brace of 
pistols by his side. 
Judging from the state of the skull, 
which was badly damaged, the man 
had committed suicide long years ago, 
j or had been murdered and placed in 
the recess.—London Tit-BIts.
